by the Legislative Clerk at 9:03 A.M.

There were 16 people in attendance. 

The Clerk asked Legislator Sullivan to have a moment of Prayer. 

“Heavenly Father this is the first Legislative meeting of the New Year. We want 

to take a moment and thank you for your guidance in the course of our duties 

in 2018 and we humbly ask that you guide this Legislative body and all those 

who are being sworn in today to be with us throughout the New Year and 

provide guidance so that we perform our duties in a manner that best serves 

our residents.” 

Legislator Sullivan led all Legislators and those in attendance in the Pledge 

of Allegiance. 

County Clerk Andrea Klett swore in Legislators Balliet, Monell, Mullen, 

Sauerbrey, and Sullivan, Election Commissioners Bernadette Toombs and James 

Wahls. 

The Clerk announced that the first order of business was the election of a 

Chair. Legislator Hollenbeck nominated Legislator Sauerbrey, seconded by 

Legislator Sullivan. Legislator Sullivan moved to close the nominations,  

seconded by Legislator Hollenbeck. On roll call vote, all members voted Aye 

and the Clerk cast one ballot and Legislator Sauerbrey was appointed Chair of 

the Tioga County Legislature for a one-year term. 
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County Clerk Andrea Klett swore Legislator Sauerbrey in as Chair of the 

Tioga County Legislature for 2019. 

Chair Sauerbrey spoke. “First of all I want to thank the entire Legislature for 

their support and for appointing me as Chair of the Legislature. I want to thank 

also all of the Department Heads and all the employees of Tioga County; they 

are doing a great job in providing services to the residents. I just want to share 

that I will continue my commitment to do this job, that I will be on call 24-7 in any 

case of flooding or any kind of other issues that come up and I will continue to 

do that. 

“We have survived quite a few challenges in the last few years and I 

suspect we will have more as we move forward. With the change in the State 

Legislature, I think that we are going to see some more progressive things come 

down the road and so we may be challenged in how we handle that and our 

decisions moving forward. Again, we have a great team here; everyone has a 

lot of talent. Thank you.”

one ballot and Legislator Hollenbeck was appointed First Deputy Chair of the 

Tioga County Legislature for a one-year term. 

The Chair called for nominations for a Second Deputy Chair. Legislator 

Standinger nominated Legislator Weston, seconded by Legislator Mullen. 

Legislator Sullivan moved to close the nominations, seconded by Legislator 

Mullen. On roll call vote, all members voted Aye and the Chair cast one ballot 

and Legislator Weston was appointed Second Deputy Chair of the Tioga County 

Legislature for a one-year term. 

County Clerk Andrea Klett swore in Legislators Hollenbeck and Weston as 

First and Second Deputy Chairs of the Tioga County Legislature for 2019.

“Peter has done a fantastic job and we were 

extremely lucky to find Peter after Judy retired. Thank you for the hard work and 

continuing to work hard for the County. Thank you for the hard work and it has 

been noted.”

WHEREAS: Radon is the leading cause of lung cancer deaths among nonsmokers 

in America and claims the lives of about 21,000 Americans each year; and 

WHEREAS: You can’t see, smell or taste radon, but it could be present at a 

dangerous level in your home; and 

WHEREAS: Homes tested to date in Tioga County show 57% have elevated levels 

above 4 pCi/ℓ in the basement and 36% on the first floor; and 

WHEREAS: Radon is constantly being generated by the radium in rocks, soil, water 

and materials derived from rocks and soils, such as certain building materials; and 

WHEREAS: The Environmental Protection Agency (EPA) and the U.S. Surgeon 

General urge all Americans to protect their health by testing their homes, schools 

and other buildings for radon; and 

WHEREAS: Exposure to radon is a preventable health risk and testing radon levels in 

your home can help prevent unnecessary exposure; and 
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WHEREAS: Radon can get into buildings by cracks in solid floors and walls, 

construction joints, gaps in suspended floors, gaps around service pipes, cavities 

inside walls or the water supply; and 

WHEREAS: For more information on radon, call the New York State Department of 

Health at 518-402-7556 or email radon@health.ny.gov.; therefore

Steven Palinosky of the Employee Recognition Committee presented the 

Employee of the 4th Quarter 2018 to Charles Root of the Department of Social 

Services and the Employee of the Year 2018 to Sheri McCall of the Tioga Career 

Center. “Good afternoon, Chair Sauerbrey, County Legislators, Commissioner 

Yetter, leaders, employees and friends of the Tioga County Team. On behalf of 

the Tioga County Employee Recognition Committee, it is my honor today to 

present the award for the County Employee of the Quarter for the 4th Quarter of 

2018 and the Employee of the Year for 2018. 

“Before we present these awards I would first like to thank the Legislature 

for the steadfast support you continue to show through the Committee’s work in 

recognizing our outstanding employees. Now we would like to recognize our 

Employee of the Quarter for the 4th Quarter of 2018, Charles Root, Welfare 

Management Systems Coordinator. 

“Charles started with Tioga County in May of 2006 as a Seasonal Clerk. In 

August 2007 he became a Senior Data Entry Machine Operator and in July of 

2012 he was promoted to Welfare Management System Assistant. He was 

promoted to his current position of Welfare Management Systems Coordinator in 

January of 2014. Charles has many responsibilities in this position. They include 

maintaining State user accounts for DSS employees, maintaining State 

equipment including printers, scanners, monitors and computers, overseeing 

user administrative and a variety of State applications, writing custom reports 

both from State systems using Cognos 11 and for County system with data from 

Munis, supervising Systems Department for DSS and the Mail Clerks, and writing 

custom data bases in Access and maintaining existing data bases. 
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“Now during 2018 Charles played a key role in the implementation of new 

electronic Case Management System, Northwoods for the Child and Family 

Services Division of DSS. He managed the purchase and deployment of IPads for 

30 case work staff. He has been a vital part in the development of this Case 

Management System, frequently fielding calls and trouble shooting issues, and 

often working late into the evening to test data feeds to ensure the program 

would be ready for Caseworker use the following day. The work that Charles has 

done throughout the deployment of this system does not only impact Tioga 

County. There is a lot of continuous impact as the System is activated in other 

counties throughout New York State. 

“Charles routinely goes above and beyond, putting in whatever extra time 

and effort needed to support DSS personnel. He is proactive and diligent in his 

efforts to quickly resolve any and all issues that come his way. His positive, helpful 

and humble attitude has earned him the appreciation and admiration of all he 

comes in contact with. Charles is married to his wife Melissa and they have two 

girls, 7-year-old Abigail and 4-month-old Emma.

She had just three days to 

promote and put together a special career fair for both Sanmina employees 

and the general public, which reached 8500 people with over 30 employers 

looking to hire and now also thanks to her efforts the Career Center is gaining 

momentum as a place that employers, for them to be able to interview 

candidates and hold new hire orientations, and employers are now requesting 

to come monthly to hold recruitment for open positions. 

“Outside of work Sheri likes spending time at home with her dog Shadow. 

She works on house projects and as a matter of fact she might be taking a little 

vacation time at Ye Olde Country Florist. The second children’s book is still in 

progress and her first children’s book is titled “A Boy, A Bear and A Bump in the 

Night” and for those of you who were not here for the last time you can find it 

online at Amazon and Barnes and Noble, but Sheri recommends you get it hard 

cover and paperback at Ye Olde Country Florist and Riverrow Books has it in 

paperback. It is because of all that she does in support of the Tioga County 

community, her patience and compassion and her conduct, and her superb 

leadership at the Career Center, the Employee Recognition Committee has 

selected Sheri McCall as Tioga County’s Employee of the Year for 2018. In 

addition to the plaque, Sheri will receive a $250 honorarium and her name will 

be added to the plaque listing past winners as located by the entrance to the 

Auditorium.” 

Legislator Standinger spoke. “First of all let me tell you I have been to a lot of 

these job fairs that she has organized and they have been pretty good events. 

They even tried to hire an old guy like me, but since I am retired I declined. I know 

the effort that she puts in and it is well appreciated by most that attend. I stopped 

over a week or two ago, I really was not sure what went on at the Job Center and 

I talked with Sheri for quite a while, and it is like a beehive in there. Everybody is 

talking to each other to get jobs for people and that is something that is great 

that happens here. My guess is that it does not work that well in some of the other 

counties, but as a result of her dedication it works well here. I want to thank you 

Sheri.” 

Shawn Yetter, Commissioner of Social Services spoke. “It seems like we just 

did this. Once again Sheri is a very worthy choice for Tioga County’s Employee of 

the Year. Sheri is a very hard working nonsense employee who comes to work to 

get the job done. She has high expectations and provides the support needed for 

her staff and her customers to meet their expectations.

businesses, and community partners through the five year Community Cancer 

Prevention in Action Grant geared toward cancer prevention efforts; and 

WHEREAS: Continued education can help individuals know the early signs and 

symptoms of certain types of cancer and accessible locations for screenings 

can help increase the number of individuals who are getting regular cancer 

screenings, therefore

month of February 2019 as: 

CANCER PREVENTION MONTH IN TIOGA COUNTY 

and encourages Tioga County residents to live a healthy lifestyle and to speak 

with their primary care physician about the recommended cancer screenings 

that they should receive.

Denis McCann, Director of Administrative Services for Public Health 

spoke. “On behalf of Public Health I want to thank you for supporting our 

efforts toward cancer prevention and education. Public Health is focused 

on what we call the three Ts. Prevent, efforts to prevent disease and illness, 

try to promote healthy lifestyles to prevent those diseases, and we do 

protection to prevent people from getting diseases. 

“I stand before you as a person currently in a battle with cancer. Five 

years ago this month I was diagnosed from a cancer screening in what turned 

out to be a diagnosis of stage IV cancer per Sloan-Kettering. Without this 

screening I would not be here today. Screenings work, screenings save lives, 

but to be honest and on a personal note I would like to take this opportunity 
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to share that my cancer screening identified my cancer, but I believe that I 

am here because of my faith and belief in a God that is in the healing 

business. You will be seeing a resolution next month where we actually have 

an award for funding as part of a cancer prevention grant that we will be 

appropriating next month. Thank you again.”

Tioga County 

Fund Balance Policy 

Purpose  

Tioga County government is responsible for the appropriate accounting of public 

funds, the sound management of municipal finances, and the adequate funding 

of services. The fund balance policy will help the County maintain a sound and 

stable level of financial resources to provide essential services, maintain sufficient 

cash flow, and manage unanticipated occurrences. 
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The fund balance policy should provide fluidity and flexibility for changing 

factors such as economic climate, tax base, volatility in revenue sources, and 

fiscal restraints placed on the county from state and federal budgets and 

regulatory mandates. 

Background   

The New York State Office of the State Comptroller and the New York State 

Government Finance Officers Association recommend that local governments 

establish a policy to maintain reasonable levels of unexpended surplus funds in 

their General Funds to hedge against unanticipated expenditures and/or 

revenue shortfalls, without withholding funds that could otherwise be put to 

productive use. 

Definitions   

The Governmental Accounting Standards Board (GASB) issued Statement No. 

54, Fund Balance Reporting and Governmental Fund Type Definitions, which is 

intended to enhance the usefulness of fund balance information by providing 

clearer fund balance classifications that can be more consistently applied. 

Restricted Fund Balance consists of amounts that are subject to externally 

enforceable legal purpose restrictions imposed by creditors, grantors, 

contributors, or laws and regulations of other governments, or through 

constitutional provisions or enabling legislation. 

Committed Fund Balance consists of amounts that are subject to a purpose 

constraint imposed by a formal action of the County Legislature before the end 

of the fiscal year, and that require the same level of formal action to remove 

the constraint. The New York State Office of the State Comptroller believes that 

in most cases, local governments in New York will not have committed fund 

balance to report. 

Assigned Fund Balance consists of amounts that are subject to a purpose 

constraint that represents an intended use established by the government’s 

highest level of decision-making authority, or by their designated body or 

official. The purpose of the assignment must be narrower than the purpose of 

the General Fund, and in funds other than the General Fund, assigned fund 

balance represents the residual amount of fund balance. 

Policy   
1. This policy shall apply to the County’s General Fund, only. 
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2. The County Legislature will assess the current financial condition of the 

County and then determine the order of application of expenditures to 

which fund balance classification will be charged. 

3. The County Legislature is the decision-making authority that can, by 

resolution, commit fund balance. The action to commit fund balance must 

occur prior to the fiscal year-end in order to report such commitments in the 

financial statements of the respective period. The commitment may only be 

modified by a new resolution authorized by the County Legislature. 

4. The County Treasurer has the authority to assign unrestricted fund 

balance amounts where the County’s intent is for those amounts to be 

used for specific purposes. This delegation of authority is for the sole 

purpose of reporting these amounts in the annual financial statements. 

5. Unexpended Surplus Funds 

a. For the purpose of this policy, unexpended surplus funds consist of 

unappropriated and unassigned Fund Balance. 

b. The County shall strive to maintain unexpended surplus funds of not 

less than 12% and not more than 28% of General Fund adopted 

budget appropriations. 

c. The County Treasurer shall report the amount and percentage of 

General Fund unexpended surplus funds to the Finance Committee 

upon completion of the Annual Update Document each year. 

d. In the event that unexpended surplus funds exceed 28% of adopted 

budget appropriations, the excess may be utilized for any lawful 

purpose approved by the Legislature. In order to minimize the long-

term effect of such use, the excess should be appropriated to fund 

one-time expenditures, which do not result in recurring operating 

costs, and/or be used to establish or increase reserves. 

e. In the event that unexpended surplus funds fall below 12% of 

adopted budget appropriations, the County Treasurer shall make a 

recommendation to the Finance Committee to restore the balance 

to a minimum level in the ensuing budgetary cycles. 

f. The County Legislature can, by resolution make changes to the 

established Fund Balance Policy as a direct result of periodic 

reviews of any financial reports, plans, economic predictors or tax 

implications to property taxpayers.

and encourages Tioga County citizens to honor Vietnam War 

Veterans Day in appreciation of our Tioga County Veterans who 

have served. 

Chair Sauerbrey presented the State of the County Address for 2018 as 

follows: 

“We look forward to this every year. This is an opportunity when I get to 

deliver the State of the County Address and so today we will begin. The original 

purpose of county governments was very straightforward. Counties built roads, 

protected residents and delivered social services programs. Today we do all of 

those things and more. From public health to public safety, from supporting 

local industries to delivering state programs, county government is constantly 

changing because of new influences, new technology and new mandates. 

“Change is happening across our country, especially in workforce. The 

county has seen a significant increase in the number of retirements. The turnover 

keeps our Personnel Department busy recruiting, hiring and transitioning 

employees. Fortunately we saw this coming and took action. We developed 

and implemented a new program called “Institute for Advancement” and 19 of 

our employees participated in the program throughout last year. That program 

provided additional information and training to our employees who are striving 

to become leaders in county government. We will continue that program into 

2019 as well. 

“2018 was an outstanding year for the Veterans’ Services Agency. They 

expanded their hours of service, developed new partnerships with community 

based providers, and can now do a better job of serving the mental health and 

substance abuse needs of our communities. The Tioga Career Center works 
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closely with the Veterans’ Services Agency and for the third consecutive year 

the Tioga Career Center received the Veterans’ Program Office Award from the 

New York State Department of Labor for their exemplary service to veterans. 

Last week the Tioga Career Center held their fifth successful job fair with over 

100 businesses participating and all had jobs to offer. 

“We saw a slight decrease in drug-related deaths compared to 2016 and 

2017. The Tioga County Alcohol and Drug Services Department continues to be 

the primary provider of outpatient drug and alcohol services within the County. 

They have been on the front lines in dealing with negative impacts of opioid 

and opioid addictions. Trinity CASA also provides a varied amount of services to 

individuals and families in Tioga County. Grant funding from Senator Akshar and 

the Floyd Hooker Foundation has provided additional funding for these needed 

services. 

“The Tioga County Allies and Substance Abuse Coalition continues to 

make good progress and last fall they were awarded a five year drug free 

communities grant. With support from the Community Services Board and the 

County Legislature Tioga County has made substance abuse prevention, 

treatment and recovery service a main focus. 

“With the change in recent weather patterns the Public Works 

Department has been repairing roads, creeks and bridges that are affected 

when there is a serious weather event. They also work with our public safety 

agencies to ensure the safety of our citizens. Emergency Management, the 

Sheriff’s Office and Public Works have had their hands full this year dealing with 

weather issues from flash flooding, ice and snow. Keeping people safe is also a 

responsibility of the Department of Social Services. Although they saw a decline 

in financial assistance needs, they experienced a serious spike in hotline calls. 

The challenges of today’s society along with the abuse of drugs and alcohol is a 

major cause of concern for the safety and wellbeing of our children. 

“The Public Health Department provided rabies clinics that inoculated 

close to 1300 animals this year. The Healthy Neighborhood Program is wrapping 

up its fifth year of a grant and through that program they provided many home 

visits to ensure safety from problems with pest management, home pollution and 

radon concerns. Our aging mobile dental van had a productive year providing 

several thousand dental services to children and adults throughout the County. 

“The Law Department worked with Probation and other Departments 

regarding new New York Raise the Age legislation. Another challenge was 

addressing Counsel at First Arraignment. It took cooperation of Probation, Sheriff, 

Public Defender, District Attorney and the New York Office of Court Administration 

to accomplish this task. Working with the ILS Grant Administrator and the Public 
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Defender the Law Department secured funding through the New York State 

Office of Indigent Legal Services and we hired a full time Public Defender early 

this year. The County Jail will accommodate a centralized arraignment part 

Court. 

“The District Attorney created the Traffic Diversion Program last year and 

took in almost 1500 applications and received close to $400,000 in fees. These 

fees were shared with the local municipalities where the tickets were originated. 

Tioga County received $250,000 through the program to offset expenses of 

operating the program. 

“Last year I hosted many shared services meetings with our Village Mayors 

and our Town Supervisors. Shared services is a mandated program by the State 

to save tax dollars by sharing services. This is something that we have done for 

years and because of change in technology, we will share services with Towns 

and Villages for information technology and communication services. 

Municipalities can elect to have the County’s IT Department manage their 

computer and technology infrastructure. This not only results in a significant 

upgrade in services for the entity, but it also reduces costs as much as 30%. The 

first municipalities coming on board are the Town of Owego and the Village of 

Waverly. Other communities may come on board in the future. 

“Last year our Tioga County sales tax income increased 16.5% from 2017. 

That is the second highest in the State. Because we share our sales tax with 

Towns and Villages, municipalities benefited over $6,000,000 in sales tax revenue 

for 2018. Income from Tioga Downs totaled $1,300,000. Where are we currently 

spending your tax dollars? $2,300,000 of our tax dollars went to community 

college tuition bill, that represents 10% of our County tax levy. This mandated 

program benefited less than 3000 County residents pursuing higher education. 

Further State mandates already take up 90% of our annual budget and the 

mandates keep coming. The cost of State mandates on County and New York 

City taxpayers is more than $12,000,000,000 for just nine major State programs. 

That means our local taxpayers send $1,000,000,000 a month to Albany with no 

funds going back to local needs. This year the Governor is proposing even more 

mandates on counties in this budget. These new mandates will lead to higher 

property taxes and they include requiring the County to restore Aid to 

Municipality funding through County tax dollars, not State tax dollars. An 

expansive election reform totally at County cost, a 3% across the board cut in 

local assistance if the State revenues estimate falls short, bail reforms that will 

likely increase costs and require our County to hire more people. We fully expect 

Albany to implement a mandated permanent tax cap as part of the State 

budget, however this Legislature will continue to keep taxes low and stay at the 

2% tax cap, not because of a mandate, but because we want to do the right 

thing for our taxpayers. 
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“How do we address our financial needs and bring more income to the 

County, economic development. Economic development brings jobs, people, 

housing and opportunity. Economic development brings dollars to our 

community. Our Economic Development Department secured over $13,000,000 

in State and Federal grants last year that will benefit the communities of the 

Village of Owego, Spencer, Nichols, Newark Valley and Waverly. A report from 

the US Bureau of Economic Analysis states that the Tioga County gross domestic 

product from the years 2014 to 2015 showed an increase of 10.8%, which was 

the largest percent in the State of New York. Examples of progress and change 

in our communities is the renovation of Owego Parkview’s historical hotel and 

the construction of the Gateway building on Front Street. Last August the Village 

of Owego received a Downtown Revitalization Initiative grant for $10,000,000 

thanks to a large part to Team Tioga and our Economic Development Team of 

individuals. The DRI funding will support downtown revitalization through 

transformation of housing, economic development and community projects 

that will attract and retain residents, visitors and businesses. 

“Last year the Tioga County Property Development Corporation or the Land 

Bank formally established and they received a $500,000 Community Revitalization 

award. The goal is to maximize foreclosed properties to their best possible use and 

develop a Land Bank program that will demolish or rehabilitate properties to go 

back on the tax rolls. The first round of activity is nine properties have been 

identified in the Village of Waverly and three in the Village of Owego. 

“Change is coming to New York in the form of agricultural development. A 

Federal Farm Act bill was passed in January that legalizes hemp. This has become 

a viable product for the agricultural market and there seems to be a lot of interest 

in Tioga County. As soon as Albany figures out the details marijuana will become 

legal in New York State. 

“Change will always be with us. There is no question that we have much 

work to do, especially if we are to reach our full potential, however we should 

never forget how fortunate we are. Here in Tioga County we will continue to 

work together to build our foundation where people can live safely, raise their 

families and enjoy a healthy quality of life. Thank you.”

It showed a lot of courage and it also shows what 

this County stands for. Our treasure is at stake here. I also want to thank all of you 

who have come here today to support the Legislature in this stance.”

WHEREAS: On February 15, 2019, Governor Cuomo announced a 30-Day 

Amendment to the 2020 Executive Budget making impacted towns and villages 

whole from changes to AIM funding by utilizing revenue from county sales tax; 

and 

WHEREAS: Instead of restoring AIM with State funding and signifying a desire by 

the State to act as partners with local governments, this budget amendment 

requires counties to make up for lost AIM funding with sales tax revenue, 

imposing a new mandate on counties; and 
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WHEREAS: Already-existing unfunded State mandates are the cause of high 

local taxes in New York State; and 

WHEREAS: Counties were granted the authority to levy a local sales tax in the 

late 1960s to help pay for Medicaid, indigent legal defense services, and other 

state mandates on counties, and 

WHEREAS: Requiring counties to make up for the State's cut in AIM funding to 

villages and towns sets an unsustainable precedent and unnecessarily shifts the 

State's burden to local taxpayers who already pay some of the highest property 

taxes in the nation; and 

WHEREAS: Currently nine state mandated programs placed on counties equals 

more than 90 percent of the typical county property tax levy, and these 

mandated costs continue to grow; and 

WHEREAS: Cutting AIM funding in the first place is a tax-shift from broad-based 

State income taxes to regressive local property taxes; and 

WHEREAS: Replacing what had been State AIM assistance with funding from 

county revenues is simply a tax-shift that will ultimately result in higher property 

taxes; now therefore be it 

RESOLVED: That Tioga County supports the full restoration of this state aid program 

to local governments and urges the Governor and State Legislature to fully restore 

this state funding in the final 2019/2020 state budget; and be it further

“I just would like to say that again here we 

go, Albany dictating situations that mess us up and as long as that keeps 

coming I will keep squawking about it.” 

Legislator Mullen spoke. “I will just echo Bill’s remarks. This is another 

example of overreach by New York State affecting the communities that least 

can afford to be affected by the cutting of aid for municipalities who are under 

a tax cap. I can tell you the effort that is put in to keep our taxes low in Tioga 

County. Marte told us about it in the County Address. Hundreds of hours are put 
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in to it and then to have this brought forward by the Governor and to have that 

cost passed on to you, the Tioga County residents is despicable.” 

Legislator Sullivan spoke. “One final thing to add on to what Dennis had to 

say, a lot of people are not aware, I do not know the exact number I would 

have to ask the Budget Officer, but I think on average in the counties throughout 

the State close to 90% of the county’s budget is for State or Federal mandated 

programs, so your local elected officials have no say in those programs and 

spending that money, and so we manage only 10% of the entire budget, but we 

pass tax levies that cover the entire amount.” 

Legislator Weston spoke. “Usually what you have when you have 

mandates, so many people say to me well why don’t you just not pay them! The 

problem is that when we receive our monies from the State, much of it is from 

sales tax and things like that, and what they do is they collect the sales tax first. 

When they are done collecting it and they see that we have not done what we 

are supposed to do as far as the mandate is concerned, they say you did not 

do this, you owe us this much money, we will take this from your sales tax or 

whatever.

Fourth Special Meeting  

March 21, 2019 

The Fourth Special Meeting of 2019 was called to order by the Chair at 10:00 

A.M. Eight Legislative members were present, Legislator Standinger being absent. 

Chair Sauerbrey asked Legislator Balliet to have a moment of prayer. “Let 

us pray. Thank you Lord for watching over us and keeping us healthy as we 

come here today. We ask that you will put some spring in our lives, spring in our 

steps, and help us to spring to action with the Legislative efforts we have to 

pursue, and be with us as we spring forward in our lives.” 

Legislator Balliet led all Legislators and those in attendance in the Pledge 

of Allegiance. 

There were 5 people in attendance. 

John Holton, Veterans’ Service Agency Director spoke. “Good morning. 

First of all thank you, I have had the honor of working on this project for over a 

year now and first of all what it means to be designated as a Purple Heart 

County in my mind and in my heart is that we are acknowledging the blood 

that has been let for our freedoms. It is no more complicated than that and it is 

a daily demonstration by posting signs, which will be posted in 11 different 

locations around the County and I have a list of the locations that have been 

selected by Gary Hammond in conjunction with the New York State DOT. 

“It is not more complicated than that. No obligations and simply an 

enduring, durable expression of our appreciation because these people walk 

among us, in some cases they are no longer with us as a result of their sacrifice. 

The reason for the secrecy, I will give you a little background, I started to process 

this as I said about a year ago and on two different occasions well meaning 

people in the public decided that they could do it better, faster, more efficiently 

than the process we are all engaged in on a day to day basis and their efforts 

actually slowed down the process. Also, once there was communication with the 

prison system who created these signs, one time all the machinery in the prison 

shop broke down for no reason. Two weeks later the main computer cable serving 

all the equipment mysteriously got cut and so that is why we are here later in the 

season than I had hoped, but I did not make any announcements knowing the 

potential for that and I am sorry for the inconvenience for you folks, but the timing 

just was not allowing us to be all that graceful.” 

Chair Sauerbrey spoke. “I have had a sign in my office for months, but we 

wanted to save it because there is a process and a procedure, and we will unveil 
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the Purple Heart sign at the upcoming Veterans event, which is the second 

annual Welcome Home Vietnam Veterans Day. You are all invited to attend, 

certainly the Veterans will be encouraged to attend and participate. I thank 

John for going through this and be able to produce this by prison workers.” 

John Holton, Veterans’ Service Agency Director spoke. “It was actually 

delivered to our doorstep by a work release prisoner. Cost of the project, I had to 

make a decision yesterday. The State is approaching the budget deadline and I 

was contacted by my contact in the prison system in the billing system yesterday 

where she had a total urgency and so I went ahead and actually satisfied the bill 

so that Tioga County would not have a bad reputation with these people who 

have really served well for us, but beyond that there is an anonymous individual 

who has agreed to pay for the cost of the signs. The fee is $357.78. Temporarily it 

has come out of my budget, but I will talk to Jim McFadden and see how we can 

accept that offset. It is 0 cost. Every one of the locations where the signs are 

going to be installed is on a two-lane State highway. Gary Hammond is to be 

commended for his working with the State DOT to look at all the rules and 

regulations and I will be releasing the rest of the signs following the official 

announcement for installation.” 

Legislator Sullivan spoke. “You have a list of the 11 locations and can you 

mail a copy to me?” 

John Holton, Veterans’ Service Agency Director spoke. “I have a copy 

right here and I will provide you with it.” 

Legislator Sullivan spoke. “Question number two, did anything fishy go on 

that we should know about?” 

Chair Sauerbrey spoke. “No, it is our story to tell and that is why we kept it 

under wraps.” 

John Holton, Veterans’ Service Agency Director spoke. “There were well 

meaning individuals in our community who tried to go on point about it. Nothing 

fishy, just inconvenient.” 

Legislator Weston spoke. “They are only going to go on State highways? Is 

there a way that if a person purchased one sign that it could be put on a Town 

road or a Village road? For example, if I bought one in honor of my nephew 

could that be put down near the Casino because there are a huge number of 

veterans that go back and forth there?”

Let me check with Gary Hammond and 

then I will communicate directly with you.”

RESOLUTION NO. 116-19 MUNICIPAL OPIOID COST RECOVERY AND 

PUBLIC NUISANCE LEGISLATION 

WHEREAS: The Tioga County Legislature recognizes that an opioid epidemic 

exists in Tioga County; now therefore be it 

RESOLVED: That the Tioga County Legislature hereby supports the following 

Municipal Opioid Cost Recovery and Public Nuisance Legislation: 

MUNICIPAL OPIOID COST RECOVERY AND PUBLIC NUISANCE 

LEGISLATION I. Purpose and intent. 

The opioid epidemic is sweeping the country. Indeed, addiction to and abuse 

of opioids is one of the greatest challenges facing Tioga County. A cause of this 

increasing crisis is the overabundance of prescription opioids. Vast amounts of 

prescription opioids were sold, distributed, and prescribed in the County over 

the past several years, a practice that continues today. The selling, distributing, 

and prescribing of large amounts of opioids in our community has created a 

public health and safety hazard affecting the residents of the County. This crisis 

has devastated families, wreaked havoc on our economy, and produced a 

generation of narcotic dependence. As a result of the opioid epidemic, costs 

related to healthcare, family and social services, criminal justice, addiction and 

rehabilitation, and many other areas have significantly increased. Many of 

these costs are paid by the County. 

The purpose and intent of this legislation is to allow the County to recover these 

costs, despite the existence of the common-law municipal cost recovery rule 

(a.k.a. free public services doctrine) and declare the opioid epidemic and its 

effects on the County a public nuisance. Specifically, the County provides 

services related to the opioid epidemic, which are funded by tax revenues. This 

statute clarifies that reimbursement may be sought for the costs of providing 

such services, whenever practicable, from the responsible party. To accomplish 

this, the County establishes this cost recovery procedure and declares the 

opioid epidemic and its effects on the County a public nuisance. 
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II. Definitions. 

"Costs" means all expenditures related to the opioid epidemic that directly or 

indirectly arise from the County's response to a responsible party's action or 

inaction. 

"Responsible party" means any person or corporation whose negligent, 

intentional, or otherwise wrongful conduct causes the incident resulting in the 

County incurring costs or who is found liable or made responsible by a court for 

the costs incurred by the County in the form of damages, regardless of the 

cause of action. 

III. Governmental function cost recovery. 

The County may recover the costs of governmental functions related to opioids 

marketed, sold, manufactured, dispensed, prescribed, and/or distributed by the 

responsible party. If a responsible party fails to pay the costs demanded, the 

County may initiate and recover costs through administrative, civil, and/or 

criminal action against the responsible party. In that case, the County may also 

recover attorney's fees, interest, and any other payment or type of damages 

the court deems proper. 

IV. Effect of criminal or civil proceedings on governmental function cost recovery. 

The initiation of administrative or civil proceedings for governmental function cost 

recovery does not bar the criminal prosecution of a responsible party for any 

associated violation. Similarly, criminal prosecution does not bar civil collection of 

costs for the violation, giving rise to the criminal prosecution. 

V. Public nuisance. 

The County hereby finds and declares the following: 

1) That addiction to and abuse of opioids is one of the greatest challenges 

facing the County; 

2) A cause of this increasing crisis is the overabundance of prescription opioids. 

Vast amounts of prescription opioid pain pills were sold, distributed and 

prescribed in the County over the past several years, which practice continues 

today; 

3) There is evidence showing that approximately four in five heroin users began 

their addiction by first using and then misusing prescription pain medications 

containing opioids; 

4) The selling, distributing, and prescribing of large amounts of opioid pain pills in 

the County has created a public health and safety hazard affecting the residents 

of the County, resulting in devastation to County families, a negative effect on 
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the County economy, wasted public resources, and a generation of narcotic 

dependence; 

5) That selling, distributing, and prescribing of prescription opioid pain pills is a 

hazard to public health and safety, which has created a public nuisance to the 

citizens of the County, and said nuisance remains unabated; 

6) That, in addition to all other powers and duties now conferred by law upon 

the County, the County is authorized to enact ordinances, issue orders, and 

take other appropriate and necessary actions for the elimination of hazards to 

public health and safety and to abate or cause to be abated anything which 

the commission determines to be a public nuisance; 

7) That manufacturers of prescription opioids and those in the chain of

I am wearing this red shirt because it is stroke 

awareness month and since I was a recipient of a stroke I take this matter to 

heart, so I am going to go ahead and read it.” 

COUNTY OF TIOGA 

EXECUTIVE PROCLAMATION 

WHEREAS: Stroke is a leading cause of serious long-term disability and the fifth 

leading cause of death in the United States, killing over 140,000 people 

nationwide and more than 20 citizens of Tioga County each year; and 

WHEREAS: Stroke prevalence is projected to increase by 20.5% between 2012 and 

2030 and the direct medical costs in the U.S. for treating stroke are expected to 

increase by 158% from $71 billion in 2012 to $183 billion by 2030; and 

WHEREAS: Warning signs of stroke include sudden numbness or weakness of the 

face, arm or leg, especially on one side of the body; sudden confusion, trouble 

speaking or understanding; sudden trouble seeing in one or both eyes; sudden 

trouble walking, dizziness, loss of balance or coordination; and sudden severe 

headache with no known cause; and 

WHEREAS: Americans are more aware of the risk factors and warning signs for 

stroke than in the past, but according to a recent survey, one-third of adults 

cannot identify any symptoms; and 

WHEREAS: Studies show that the quick actions by EMS professionals are 

instrumental in saving lives from stroke and producing better outcomes for stroke 

survivors, but more than a third of stroke patients fail to use EMS; and 
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WHEREAS: New and effective treatments have been developed to treat and 

minimize the severity and damaging effect of strokes, but much more research 

is needed, therefore 

THE TIOGA COUNTY LEGISLATURE does hereby proclaim the month of May 2019 

as: 

AMERICAN STROKE MONTH IN TIOGA COUNTY 

and urges all the citizens of our County to familiarize themselves with the risk 

factors associated with stroke, recognize the warning signs and symptoms of the 

F.A.S.T. protocol (Face, Arms, Speech, Time), and at the first signs of a stroke dial 

9-1-1 immediately so that we might begin to reduce the devastating effects of 

stroke on our population. 

“I do want to say that I was very fortunate that I 

was able to call someone who came and recognized I was having a medical 

problem 10 years ago and as a result of that I am here today. Some people might 

not be happy with that, but so what I am here as a result of someone recognizing 

a medical problem. It is very important to recognize any of these symptoms. I can 

tell you I had no idea what was happening to me until I had someone sticking 

needles in my arm telling me I was having a stroke and believe me that is no fun.” 

Lisa McCafferty, Public Health Director, spoke. “Good afternoon 

everyone. Thank you Legislator Standinger, we really appreciate your efforts to 

raise awareness about stroke. It is serious. It is significant. I do not want to be 

depressing on this nice rainy day, but this is something that can impact anyone, 

anywhere, anytime. To that end you will see Public Health Department we are 

going to be messaging a lot on the face, arm, speech and time, the F.A.S.T all 

over the place, so pay attention and hopefully we can help people save lives.

“First I would 

like to thank the Legislature for supporting us in having a Tioga County 

plastic fee day and I would like to share a little bit, I have been putting out 

articles in the local newspapers and we have had one TV news and we are 

going to be doing a couple of radio stations, talking about and educating 

about single use plastic and how you can save money in using mason jars 

or pyrex containers instead of bags or saran wrap. 

“I put on your desks two reusable bags, one is one that came out of 

my Department and actually advertises the plastic free day and also has a 

flyer within it. The other one is donated by Taylor Garbage to support our 

Tioga County plastic free day. Feel free to take them with you and read the 

flyer that is in it that has a little more information on what we are doing. On 

June 29th we will be having an event at Tioga County Tourism where we will 

have cycled art work. We will have activities like test your recycling 

knowledge and test your knowledge on how to use Tioga County recycling 

website and other fun activities. Thank you again.” 

Legislator Standinger read and presented the following Proclamation 

on preventing vector-borne diseases to Lisa McCafferty, Public Health 

Director of the Tioga County Public Health Department. 

COUNTY OF TIOGA 

EXECUTIVE PROCLAMATION 

WHEREAS: Summer in upstate New York is upon us and that means it is 

mosquito, flea, and tick season; and 
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WHEREAS: Vector-borne diseases account for more than 17% of all 

infectious diseases, causing more than 700,000 deaths annually. 

Vector-borne diseases have a long history of death and illness, 

including the “Great Plague” and malaria; and 

WHEREAS: Nationally, cases of vector-borne diseases have tripled. 

Tioga County Public Health reports a steady climb in Lyme disease 

cases spread by deer ticks; and 

WHEREAS: Vector-borne diseases are to be taken seriously as they can 

significantly impact the health of our community; and 

WHEREAS: Vectors include mosquitos, fleas, and ticks, which are 

capable of spreading diseases through tiny bites which often go 

undetected; and 

WHEREAS: Preventing mosquito, flea, and tick bites is important. This is 

as easy as using insect repellent, wearing long-sleeves, and checking 

for ticks on your body daily; therefore 

THE TIOGA COUNTY LEGISLATURE recognizes the importance of 

preventing vector-borne disease and urges all the citizens of our 

county take action to protect themselves and their family. 

Legislator Standinger spoke. “A couple of weeks ago I had several ticks on 

me and I had to go and get the antibiotic and I had the test done and apparently I 

am negative so that is good for me. I know a gentleman seated to my left who 

went through the Lyme disease issue and it is no fun so be careful around ticks.” 

Lisa McCafferty, Public Health Director spoke. “Good evening everyone. I 

guess after that, that kind of sums it up. It is out there, it is real, it happens, so we 

want you to enjoy your summer, but just be a little mindful if you see critters on 

you, any kind of critters, raccoons, ticks, fleas, whatever, they are all out there. 

Enjoy your summer. Thank you.”

DRIVER’S LICENSE ACCESS AND 

PRIVACY ACT 

WHEREAS: Holding a driver’s license in New York State is a privilege, not a right; 

and 

WHEREAS: The granting of a driver’s license is a privilege for people who have 

followed the law and have proven themselves capable of operating an 

automobile; and 

WHEREAS: This Legislature supports current statutes that authorize the issuance of 

driver’s licenses to eligible individuals who enter the country in accordance with 

laws of the United States of America and New York State; and 

WHEREAS: A bill known as the “Driver’s License Access and Privacy Act” has 

been introduced in the New York State Senate (S.1747) and the New York State 

Assembly (A.3675) which, if enacted into law, would permit undocumented 

individuals who are present in the United States of America illegally under federal 

law to obtain a driver’s license; and 

WHEREAS: New York State presently suspends or revokes driver’s licenses for 

various illegal acts, including non-payment of child support, delinquent taxes, 

and refusal to submit to a breathalyzer, yet this Act would reward illegal entry 

into the United States with a driver’s license; and 

WHEREAS: Adoption of the Act would create unacceptable security risks 

because: 

 there is no guarantee the identity of undocumented individuals can be 

properly verified by the State of New York if the federal government has 

not issued a green card or visa, and the Act’s proposed privacy 

protections may frustrate federal immigration enforcement efforts; and 

 local Department of Motor Vehicles (DMV) offices do not have the 

expertise needed to determine the authenticity of foreign birth 

certificates, foreign passports, consular cards or to verify evidence of an 

undocumented individual’s residency in the state; and 
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 driver licenses can be used to obtain additional official identification 

documents intended only for United States citizens; and 

 the Act would eliminate the NYS DMV’s 2002 requirement that Social 

Security Numbers be verified with the Social Security Administration to 

confirm an applicant’s full identity when obtaining a standard driver’s 

license or non-driver ID, which requirement has led to the discovery of 

massive amounts of fraudulent activity, including identity theft, bank 

fraud, insurance fraud, and multiple licenses to avoid loss of driving 

privileges or active warrants; and 

WHEREAS: There is no guarantee that passage of the Act would make New York 

State roads safer; and 

WHEREAS: The approval of the Act would increase opportunities for voter fraud 

as illegal immigrants applying for a driver’s license would be prompted by the 

NYS DMV’s license registration system to register to vote, and there are currently 

no protections in the system that would prevent an illegal immigrant from 

registering to vote; and 

WHEREAS: The Tioga County Legislature encourages all immigrants to pursue the 

path to legal citizenship, and recognizes and appreciates the efforts that 

immigrants must undertake to become United States citizens; and 

WHEREAS: Legal immigrants are lawfully entitled to obtain a license or non-driver 

ID during their stay; and 

WHEREAS: Our Administrative Services Committee, the Tioga County District 

Attorney Kirk O. Martin, Tioga County Sheriff Gary Howard, and Tioga County 

Clerk Andrea Klett have all recommended that this Legislature express its strong 

opposition to the adoption and enactment into law of the “Driver’s License 

Access and Privacy Act”; now therefore be it 

RESOLVED: That the Tioga County Legislature hereby opposes the adoption of 

the “Driver’s License Access and Privacy Act” which would allow the issuance of 

licenses to undocumented individuals and create security risks, and because 

driving is a privilege, not a right; and be it further 

RESOLVED: That the Clerk of this Board shall send a copy of this resolution to 

Governor Andrew M. Cuomo, Temporary President and Majority Leader of the 

Senate Andrea Stewart-Cousins, Speaker of the Assembly Carl E. Heastie, 

Senate Minority Leader John J. Flanagan, Assembly Minority Leader Brian M.

WHEREAS: Child care facilities, preschool programs, schools and colleges 
are prone to outbreaks of infectious diseases due to poor hand washing, 
not covering coughs, and other factors such as interacting in crowded 
environments; and 

WHEREAS: When a child becomes sick with a disease such as whooping 
cough or the flu, they may miss several days of school while recovering 
and a parent may have to miss work or other important obligations; and 

WHEREAS: Vaccines are an important part of a healthy pregnancy and a 
mother can pass some protection on to her baby. Women should be up to 
date on their vaccinations before becoming pregnant and should receive 
vaccines against both flu and whooping cough during pregnancy; and 
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WHEREAS: All adults should be vaccinated to protect their health. Even 
healthy adults can become seriously ill and pass diseases on to others. 
Everyone should have their vaccination needs assessed by their primary 
care provider; and 

WHEREAS: Tioga County Public Health encourages everyone to be

and urges the citizens of our County to educate themselves on the 

recommended vaccines for themselves and their children to prevent the 

spread of contagious communicable diseases. 

Marti Borko had privilege of the floor. “Good afternoon. I am very 

pleased that I am following presentations of Tioga County employees 

because the one thing that I really learned during my four years serving 

where you are now is that the greatest asset that this County has is it 

employees. They have been terrific throughout the years and a terrific asset. 

“I want to speak now about the financial situation and the financial 

situation I am going to use, I am not going to name Commissioners or 

Directors, I just want to talk about salary increases that have occurred from 

2002 to 2019 and I use those years because of data that was available to 

me and I am not critical of any of these raises, I just want to give you some 

baseline. One of the individuals in 2002 was making $68,000 and in 2019 

$96,000, an increase over that 17 year period of 41%. Again, I am not critical 

of any of these. Another position $56,000 went to $83,000, a 46% increase. 

Another position from $71,000 to $107,000, a 51% increase. Another one 

$56,000 to $87,000, a 53% increase. Another one, an increase from $71,000 

to $91,000, an almost 27% increase and again I think these were fair 

increases and I am not critical whatsoever of any of these positions or raises 

of where they are. 

“I want to go down to the prospective Legislative budget during this 

same period of time from 2002 to 2019. Your Legislative budget increased 

from $460,000 to $543,000, an increase of 18% a little bit over 1+% per year 

of an average of those years. Tioga Opportunities had an increase of 

$102,000 to $122,000, a 19% increase, a little more than 1% a year. Soil & 

Water had an increase in their budget from $175,000 to $319,000, an 82% 

increase or a little more than 4% per year for those 17 years. 
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“I am here to talk about Cornell Cooperative Extension during the 

same period of time. I serve on the Board of Cornell Cooperative Extension 

and it is my second slot around, I have been in there now for about five years 

on the Cornell Extension Board. During this period of time we have had a 

raise from 2002 from $259,000 to $268,000, an increase over those 17 years of 

3.26%, a little less than 0.19% per year. I will tell you now that Andy Fagan our 

Executive is planning to retire. The Board is faced with a remodeling of the 

situation, searching for a new Cornell Executive. We ask that you consider 

the increases that hopefully Andy will be coming to you with so that we have 

can have a reasonable go around and have a Cornell Executive that will 

serve Tioga County in the future. Lots of things are happening and we 

appreciate your support. Thank you.”

2020 Budget 
November 12, 2019 

The Public Hearing on the 2020 Budget was called to order by the Chair at  

9:30 A.M. Six Legislative members were present, Legislators Monell, Roberts, and  

Sullivan being absent. 

There were 11 people in attendance along with Budget Officer Rita 

Hollenbeck. 

The Clerk read the legal notice as published in the official newspapers. 

Rita Hollenbeck, Budget Officer gave the 2020 budget presentation. 

“Honorable Members of the Tioga County Legislature and residents of 

Tioga County, I present to you the proposed tentative County budget for 2020. 

”2020’s budget process presented a few challenges in unfunded and 

underfunded mandates as well as shifting costs to the local county. The new 

unfunded mandates include Criminal Justice Reform, Cashless Bail, and Early 

Voting. Cost shifting to the county is a result of AIM related payments that were 

previously paid to the municipalities by the State and are now being deducted 

from the County’s portion of sales tax revenue. 

“2020 marks the ninth consecutive budget year Tioga County has stayed 

under the State imposed property tax cap. The nine-year average increase in 

the tax levy has been 1.74% each year. 

“County Department Heads and employees continue to be good stewards 

of taxpayer dollars, diligently looking for cost saving measures and advocating for 

additional revenue sources and economic growth. The 2020 proposed budget 

maintains or enhances current programs and services provided to our citizens. 

“Total expenditures for 2020 are $86,190,635.00, an increase of 

$3,825,495.00 or 4.64% while total revenue increased by 7.13% or $3,899,351.00 

for a total of $58,559,043.00. 

“An increase of over $3 million appropriations is primarily due to new 

mandates and the related costs including new positions, contractual salary 

increases and COLA contractual increases. Fortunately, the County has seen 

productive sales tax growth in both 2018 and 2019. Sales Tax, PILOTs, and interest 

earnings are the largest contributing factors to the County’s revenue increase. 
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“The total deficit gap is $27,631,592.00. After applying the 2020 tax levy, I 

propose using $2,977,483.00 from both the reserves and fund balance to 

balance the 2020 budget. 

“The total tax levy for 2020 is $24,654,109.00, up 2.15% over 2019. The 

County levy will increase by $529,337.00 or 2.32%. The recycling levy decreased 

by a nominal $10,375.00. 

“The combined composite tax rate is $9.03 per $1,000.00 of taxable value. 

The average assessed $100,000 home will pay $903.00 in county taxes. Tax rates 

will vary from town to town due to the State established equalization rates and 

the town’s apportionment percent. 

“I would like to thank the County Legislature, Department Heads, and all 

County employees for their participation in the annual budget process. Special 

recognition and thanks to Terie Huseby, Real Property Director, Bethany 

O’Rourke, Personnel Officer, and Drew Griffin, ITCS Deputy Director, for their 

efforts in the annual budget process. 

“The proposed tax levy cannot be increased after today’s hearing 

without an additional public hearing.” 

The Budget Officer presented a slide presentation on budget brief specifics. 

There being no other comments, the hearing was adjourned at 9:57 A.M.

I got on my cell phone and 

called the seven-digit line to talk to the Sheriff’s Department directly to keep the 

911 lines open and the system could not support the call. I could not get through 

to our Sheriff’s Department and dispatch to get a motorist in this County help this 

morning. Only because of my knowledge and my years working here in the 

County, I called Huckle’s Tow Service directly and they dispatched road service 

out to help the young man. That is what this is in a nutshell. That is why 
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people do pay taxes; pick up a phone or key a radio as a first responder you are 

getting the help you asked for. We cannot do what we are sworn to do as our 

duty for the people if we cannot communicate with them. I echo Legislator 

Standinger’s remarks and I thank everyone who chooses to support this because 

this is good government. This is supporting every individual who lives in this County, 

visits this County, or passes through this County. Thank you Chair Sauerbrey and all 

of you for your support. It has been a long road, but I think we are there.”

WHEREAS: The Tioga County Legislature recognizes the need for Statewide bail 

and discovery reform; and 

WHEREAS: New York State recently and suddenly enacted sweeping justice 

reforms including the elimination of cash bail for many crimes and imposes 

stringent discovery mandates all of which will have undesirable consequences 

on the government’s ability to protect the public; and 

WHEREAS: Under bail reform, beginning January 1, 2020, judges will be unable to 

set bail for many specific enumerated crimes, which means those suspected of 

committing certain crimes can no longer be held in jail after their arrest and 

instead will be released back into the general public; and 

WHEREAS: These crimes include those that result in the deaths of innocent 

people, including several subcategories of homicide resulting in those responsible 

for these deaths being released back into the community of grieving families and 

various types of crimes against children and the vulnerable releasing the suspects 

right back into their victims’ community; and 
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WHEREAS: All offenders who are currently being held in custody for non-qualifying 

crimes will be eligible for release from custody on January 1, 2020; and 

WHEREAS: The discovery mandates imposed by the State of New York will require 

police and District Attorneys, beginning January 1, 2020, to turn over voluminous 

trial-related materials to defense attorneys within 15 days of arraignment, 

creating a mandate that will inevitably not be achieved in some cases and may 

result in the inability of the People to properly prosecute cases against criminal 

defendants; and 

WHEREAS: The Attorney General's Office testified that their own office, which 

carries a limited criminal caseload, lacks resources required to fully comply with 

discovery mandates and consequently needs an additional $10 million in state 

funding yet similar consideration has not been provided to the local taxpayers 

throughout the state who must shoulder the costs these justice reform mandates 

will impose; and 

WHEREAS: The issues mentioned will undeniably impact past, present and future 

victims of crime in a negative manner, and in so doing, the bail and discovery 

reforms adopted by the State of New York will themselves further victimize these 

innocent individuals; and 

WHEREAS: These bail and discovery laws, in their current form, represent a clear 

and present danger to society, will tilt the scales of justice in favor of suspected 

criminals and away from innocent crime victims, and risk reversing decades of 

bipartisan progress made by the State of New York in reducing crime; therefore 

be it 

RESOLVED: That the Tioga County Legislature hereby implores the State of New 

York immediately amend or otherwise delay implementation of these laws by 

convening an emergency session of the State Legislature, or by emergency 

executive authority, or by any other means deemed possible by the State, and 

to do so before December 31, 2019; and be it further 

RESOLVED: That the following improvements to these laws be implemented as 

soon as possible: 

1. Give judges the discretion to impose bail when appropriate;

3. Phase in discovery reform by applying these new mandates only to 

misdemeanors effective January 1, 2020, and then to felonies effective 

January 1, 2021, and repeal the provision that makes the new discovery 

mandates applicable to violations of the Vehicle and Traffic Law; 

4. Require that court appearance reminders are sent not only to defendants 

but also to the victims of their crimes; and 
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5. Extend appropriate dignity, fairness and respect to crime victims by soliciting 

input from victim advocate organizations and considering their 

suggestions for improving these laws; and be it further

WHEREAS: The Board of Elections proposes to pay each election inspector who 

attended the e-poll book training an additional $25.00; and 

WHEREAS: A total of 138 election inspectors attended the e-poll book training, 

equating to a total expense of $3450.00; and 

WHEREAS: Including this added expense, the available budget to pay election 

inspectors is deficient a total $5,941.28; and 

WHEREAS: Sufficient funding remains in the Part Time/Temporary salary budget 

line (A1450 510020) to cover expenses for both the remaining part-time wages 

and the deficient amount to pay election inspectors; therefore be it 

RESOLVED: The Board of Elections is authorized to transfer funds as follows:
